Paris, May 7.—The treaty of peace between the twenty- 


seven allied and associated powers on the one hand and Germany 
on the other, was handed to the German plenipotentiaries at Ver- 
salles today. 


It is the longest treaty ever drawn. It totals about 80,OOQ 


words, divided into 15 main sections and represents the combined 
product of over a thousand experts working continually through 
a series of commissions for the three and a half months since 
January 18th. The treaty is printed in parallel pages of Eng- 
lish and French.

Germany is forbidden to build forts con- 
trolling the Baltic, must demolish Heligoland, open the Kiel 
canal to all nations, and surrender her fourteen submarine 
cables.
